The rejection under 35 (JSC 103 is maintained for reasons of record. Applicants should note the further discussion of the prior art 
process at line 8 of column 27 of USP 6,184,381, which characterizes the reaction as an "oxidation". Also note line 7 of column 26. 
Applicants should further note, while acetone may have been used as a solvent in Example 45, it is not inactive In the relevant process 
of the reference. Contrary to applicants' representation, acetone is not represented as a solvent in Example 79. Note acetone is a 
required component of the reaction system and not merely a solvent as is discussed in column 27. I^oreover, the chemistry of the 
reaction requires the acetone to be a hydride acceptor wherein one enantiomer of a racemic alcohol is oxidized to the conresponding 
ketone while at the same time acetone is reduced to isopropanol. That is, acetone is the oxidant in the oxidation process.
